FALSE PRETENCES. 


No Marine Department Prose- 
cutions—Patronage 
fore. 


OFFICIAL DUPLICITY. 


Two weeks ago the Minister of 
Marine made two announcements 
to prove that his department re- 
tained rudiments of conscience 
notwithstanding the declaration 
of the Royal Commission tv the 
contrary. Mr. Brodeur informed 
the country, which_had been 
startled with the fresh revelations 
from Quebec that all officials who 
took commissions, and all the 
contractors who paid them would 
be prosecuted. He also was 
quoted as saying that the pat- 
ronage list would be abolished. 
This pledge of virtue was distri- 
buted by government organs with 
high editorial praise, 

NO’ CHANGE. 


But nothing has happened. 
No official or coutractor has been 
arrested, and no one seems to be 
alarmed. The very contractors 
who were to be prosecuted are 
still supplying goods at highly 
profitable monopoly prices to 
other departments, and even to 
the Department of Marine. It 
may be that sometime in the 
future a few subordinates, who 
have no party pull, will be 
punished, but no peril awaits the 
principal officials who have been 
appointed this government. and 
are implicated. As for the large 
contractors concerned, most of 
them are important members of 
the goverment party. They will 
not only escape prosecution, but 
are almost sure to retain patron- 
age and continue their contri- 
butions to the campaign fund. 
They are fresh from labor and 
contributions in the party 
interests in the recent fight. Mr. 
Brodeur has not spurned their 
campaign offerings. 

THE PATRONAGE LIST, 


It is true that Mr. Brodeur has 
written a letter to his deputy, 
directing him to instruct the 
agents ‘‘to disregard the pat- 
ronage list.’’ But this published 
document gave no instructions to 
purchase supplies in the open 
market to the best advantage, 
and no hint as to the course to be 
pursued. Evidently then private 
instructions have been sent out. 
Though this letter was ‘written 
nearly three weeks ago, no 
general oall for tenders have 
appeared since, and so far as can 
be learned no purchases have 
been made from dealers who are 
not supporters of the Govern- 
ment. In short, if the old 
patronage list has been cancelled 
it has been replaced by anew one. 
When the accounts are seen it 
will be found that the purchases 
are made from the same favored 
persons. There is now a pure 
chasing agent at Ottawa for the 
Department. 
work since last spring. He was 
appointed on account of the 
Royal Commission exposures, but 
has gone on buying from dealers 
on the patronage list just the same 
as the party did before it em- 
ployed him. So far as the de- 
partment has gone, since it was

PUBLIC AND PRIVATE INSTRUCTIONS 


This startling statement was 
confirmed by senator Choquette, 
former judge, and lately chief 
government organizer of the 
Quebec district. The Senator 
produced a letter from Ottawa to 
Mr. Gregory, which gave the 
same private instructions in 
favor of extravagance as Gregory 
had received by telephone. This 
letter was handed by Senator 
Choquette to Judge Cassels, who 
read it, but did not place it on 
the record as it contained other 
private matter. With this 
evidence of charming duplicity 
the public can understand the 
value of official correspondence 
touching matters of patronage. 
No one knows how many of the 
published official lettere advising 
economy are contradicted by 
telephone messages and private 
notes from the same _ writers 
authorizing extravagance. 

A NARROW ESCAPE. 

Another Liberal provincial 
administration is in great danger. 
The Hazard Government of 
Prince Edward Island should 
have gone to the country early 


this year, but postponed the 


election till after the Dominion 
contest. Only the success of the 
Laurier Government saved its 
provincial allies, and even with 
this advantage the success is 
doubtful. Returns show 16 
Liberala to 14 Conservatives with 
one minister defeated, a great 
change from the last house with 
21 Liberals and 9 Conservativés. 
With the Conservatives in control 
of provincial administrations of 
Ontario, Manitoba, British 
Columbia and New Brunswick, 
giving greatly improved adminis- 
tration compared with the 
machine governments’ which 
have-been turned out, it is a pity 
that the people of Prince 
Edward Island had not been al- 
lowed to settle this question with 
out federal interference. In that 
province voting is open, and no 
federal employee or elector under 
federal influence can give an 
independent vote, were allowed 
to go to the government without 
opposition. 
MORE MONEY WANTED. 


Meanwhile Mr. Fielding is off 
for London. Anyone ~ who 
watches public expenditure 
knows his errand. He is trying 
to borrow more money.

Strathcona Expects 
New Railway. 


C.N.R. Through Red Deer.

That the Canadian Northern, 
who have a charter to construct a 
railroad through Strathcona from 
FortSaskatchewan to the Brazeau 
coalfields, of the cost of which 
line the government has guar- 
anteed seventy-five per cent., 
will commence the constructicn of 
this road immediately upon the 
opening of spring, is the unquali- 
fied opinion of prominent mem- 
bers of the Strathcona Board of 
Trade. 

That opinion has been revived 
and strengthened by the public- 
ation of a despatch on Tuesday 
from the east, which announced 
that the bonds of the Canadian 
Northern Railway have been 
over-subscribed and that the 
railway company will now have 
probably sufficient money with 
which to commence the con- 
struction of their projected roads 
in the west. The fact also that 
the parties of Canadian Northern 
surveyors hav@ been working 
west of the city in the .Brazeau 
district, lends strength to the 
probability that work will com- 
mence on the line in a few 
months. 

It is understood that the prosis 


dent of the Board of Trade and 
several other prominent citizens, 
have been furnished with authen- 
lic information of the railway 
company’s intentions in connec- 
tion with this new line, but the 
gentlemen will state nothing for 

ublication. General Manager 

cLeod, of the Canadian Nor- 
thern Railway, who visited the 
city a few weeks ago, is under- 
stood to have intimated to the 
president of the board that the 
company will go ahead with tne 
Strathcona line as soon as pos- 
sible. 

From reports made by Can- 
adian Northern surveyors this 
summer, it has been found im- 
possible to secure a satisfactory 
gaade to the Brazeau coalfielde, 
except by a line through Strath- 
cona, running south and west 
through the Pidgeon lake district. 
Surveys have been run from 
Stoney Plain, White Whale Lake, 
and other points, and the grades 
obtained have proved unsuitable. 

The charter under which the 
Canadian Northern will construct 
this new road was obtained some 
time ago, and the road was pro- 
jected to be built over a year ago. 
It is well known, however, that 
on avcount of the money tight- 
ness, the company were forced to 
forego construction. Now that 
the railway bonds have sold with 
such success, the company will 
be furnished with ample funds 


for the carrying out of the pro-| 


ject. 

The new line when constructed 
will open up a_ direct route 
through Strathcona, from the 
Brazeau coalfields, probably the 
largest and the richest coalfields 
in the Northwest, to that section 
of the country east of Strathcona 
where there is not a ton of coal 
obtainable. Entering Strathcona 
parallel with West street from 
Fort Saskatchewan, the line is 
surveyed south toa point about 
opposite Millett, and then west 
through the Conjuring Creek dis- 
trict, at Tp. 49, Range 26, and 
passing about midway between 
Pigeon Lake and Buck Lake, 
then southwest to the Brazeau. 

This line when constructed will 
connect ata point in Township 
49, Range 26, with the ‘‘S”’ line 
to Calgary, on which it is report- 
ed the Canadian Northern will 
commence construction next year. 
This ‘‘S’’ line, from where itcon- 
nects with the line to the Brazeau, 
will run south east through Red 
Deer, to apoint a hundred miles 
or so east of Red Deer, then turn 
southwest again, and enter Cal- 


gary.

BEAR’S GREAT FEAT. 


Dragged Heavy Trap Half-a Mile and 
Climbed Tall Tree. 


G.. J. Quilliams, who was; recently 
on a vacation trip in the east, has a 
nature story that: President: Roosevelt

| liams’ story is that it is true; he has 
photographs to back it up. . 

Mr. Quilliams was visiting at Ma- 

eg, Que.,; this summer; and~he had 


with him his camera,,.with. which. he- 


secured a large number of views: The. 
fact:that he had.his. camera, became 
known in the community, and one. 
morning,’ bright_and early, a.trapper 
named A. E. Baird, of. Cherry- River, 
8: hamlet a few miles distant from 
Magog;- sent: for»: Mr Quilliams- to 
come_as quickly as possible and brin 

his- camera. Mr. Quilliams- foun 

Baird and several companions in a 
great: state of excitement. when he. ar- 
rived, and they at onca hurried him 
in.a buggy some distance from Cherry 
River into the, heart of the-old woods 
surrounding :'the _ place. There he 
*found a full-grown black bear lying 
slong a limb of a hemlock thirty 
feet from the.ground. Fast.to. one. of 
the animal’s forepaws was a heavy 
steel. bear -trap,-to:.which a, big; pole 
was. attached by. a.chain. The poor. 
brute had apparently beén suffering 


he had all but gnawed the thick pole 
right-through: : 

The manner. in: which the pole and 
trap held the bear; made, it impossible. 
to get it down alive, and Baird, the 
trapper,, shot him. Mr. Quilliams 
then made a,photograph of the. ani- 
mal as he hung from the high branch.

We 
form locals in the various districts 
and consequently try to get as 
many members together as often 
as we can. Provincial organi- 
zations are formed by~ delegates 
from the local. 

One of the greatest difficulties 
we have to meet with is the 
charge of $1.00. a year, 50 cents 
of which goes to the local 
organization and 50 cents to the 
Provincial. The greatest trouble 
is that that sum of money is 
never sufficient to pay our ex- 
penees and we have depended 
entirely on the free gifts of time 
and money by men who have had 
the cause at heart for the support 
of our organization, If we had 
not got that amount of help from 
men who- had. never received 
anything in return we would not 
be alive:to day, and running on 
the capital supplied by that small 
membership fee. : 

I remember a couple of years 
ago I suggessted that we raise 
the memoership fee from one to 
three dollars per year. That 
suggestion .did| not meet with 
very much ‘approval, and there 
was no person to push it and now 
Ihave a doubt if it would have 
been a wise course to have acted 
upon. I. believe that perhaps it 
would have been amistake. We 
have always been short-of funds, 
and another difficulty that we 
have been faceto face with all 
the time is the terrible apathy 
of the-great majority of farmers 
who will not put any time what- 
ever into. the. organization. In 
every District we can get a, 
certain number to come together 
but we cannot get the majority of 
the farmers. The Alberta Far- 
mers’ Association have possibly 
& membership of 2500. The 
grain growers Association in 
Saskatchewan, Manitoba and 
Alberta. has.a total membership 
of 12,000 and that is only a small 
percentage of the total number of 
farmers. Now all these enter- 
prises which we undertake, even, 
this dead meat enterprise, I do 
not know how fur you have gone 
with it but I know this, that you 
will be able to show ‘that you 
have a great body of farmers who 
are actively behind the scheme. 

We have in this province 
various farmers Organizations 
we have the Central Alberta 
Stock Growers’ Assooctation here. 
There are other stock growers’ 
Association. We - have the 
Alberta. Farmers’ Association, 
and ‘various organizations. It 
may be a good: thing and it 
may not be, that we have these 
May be 
it would be a good thing if we 
had them allin one. But I 
believe if I took the constitution 
for the Farmers’ Association in 
this Province I would find it to 
that this organization is 
banded together to promote the 
best interests of the farmers and 
stock growers generally. We 
may differ upon minor points, 
but all have the same object but 
I 
do not know whether - the great 
masses are ready to form one 
organization or not, but I believe 
that is what it will have to some 
to. I do not know whether 
the:public is ready fora step of 
that kind. An effort is being 


hand or speaks to help the thing 
along. Perhaps there is one 
greater, that is the man. who goes 
a little further and points out to. 
the msmber that he isin as good 
a position to get any of the bene- 
fits as the other man who is just 
wasting his “time by going to 
these organizations. 

The Alberta Farmera’ and Stock 
Growers’ Associutions are for the 
good of the whole people, and we 


for the good-of men and-farmers; 
You put your hands in your 
pockets, you do it for the gond of 
the whole people, and’ perhaps 
you will continue it for the good: 
of the whole people. There-is the 
Public School, the Christian 
Church and the Alberta Farmere’ 
Association. These three organi- 
zations for the benefit and up- 
lifting of the people, and I give 
each my hearty support. 

While we -continue to do this 
work for the: good. of the whole 


there is a weak point, aud it is 
this. There is that deadly enemy 
that sits at home, that never does 
anything, and you cannot interest 
him; and he counts up, and 
counts-up so fast that he: out 
numbers us ten toone.
